‘ timidated our Troops to the lait Degree; and, with- 
‘ opt doubt, bas raifed the Spirit of our Enemies in pro- 
‘portion. If they fhoutd follow us, as no doubt ove 
+ will, you may expeét {peedily to hear News of muc 
‘greater Importance. I have forgot to tell you one

« Orders for difarming all the People in Lorrain, and for 
« dittributing their Arms amongft the Peasants of Alface, 
« who, by our deferting them, have lof all Spirits, and 
« are, confequently, in no Condition toufe them. We 
. gre likewife affured, that this March of ours is abfo- 
 tutely a Court Meafure, to which M. Noailies was 
-. forcrd to fubmit, tha’with vifible Repugnancy. Ail 
. we aim at, is to keep Prince Charles from pafling the 
. Rhine; which if we can do, it is fuppoled we thai] 
« foon be able co drive the Allies out of their new Con- 
. quefts; if not, the Upper Alface will thare the fame 
. Fare with the Lower, and our ncw Politicians lofe the 
. little Reputation they have lete; which, I dare fay,
